The following are three hitherto unknown Manuscripts by Charlotte Bronté, the 
first written in 1830, when she was only 14 years old; the second in 1833, 
when she was 17 years old ; and the third in 1836, at the age of 20. They are 
of the same class as the MSS. described by Mrs. Gaskell, and of one of which 
she gives a facsimile page in her Life of Charlotte Bronté, and respecting 
which she says, ‘‘ He (Patrick Branwell) was associated in many of his sisters’ 
“plays and amusements. These were mostly of a sedentary and intellectual 
“nature. I have had a curious packet confided to me, containing an immense 
‘amount of manuscript in an inconceivably small space ; tales, dramas, poems, 
“romances, written principally by Charlotte, in a hand which it is almost 
“impossible to decipher without the aid of a magnifying glass.” Mrs. Gaskell 
then gives a list of the works, “as a curious proof how early the rage for 
“literary composition had seized upon her;’’ but neither of the following 
MSS. figure in that list ; and adds, ‘The quality strikes me as of singular 
“merit for a girl of thirteen or fourteen . . . whenshe gives way to her 
“powers of creation her fancy and her language alike run in riot, sometimes 
“to the very borders of apparent delirium. . . . Children leading a 
“secluded life are often thoughtful and dreamy .. . the accidental 
“meeting with strange faces and figures are sometimes magnified by them 
‘into things so deeply significant as to be almost supernatural.” It is no 
exaggeration to say that these MSS.—whose existence was unknown even to 
Mrs. Gaskell herself—sustain the same characteristics, and are at least of 
equal importance as evidence of the wonderful powers of the girlhood of the 
writer of “Jane Hyre.” There only remains to be said that until recent date 


they were in the possession of a descendant of the family residing in the West 
of England.

In this Manuscript we again have evidence of the extraordi- 
nary predilection of Charlotte Bronté for the Duke of 
Wellington and his family. Mrs. Gaskell refers to this in 
the Life, when she says of the author and her sisters in 1829, 
‘‘The Duke of Wellington was their demi-god. Did Charlotte 
want a knight-errant or a devoted lover the Marquis of Douro 
or Lord Charles Wellesley came ready to her hand. There 
is hardly one of her prose writings at this time in which they 
are not the principal personages, and in which their ‘ august 
father’ does not appear as a sort of Jupiter Tonans or Deus 
ex Machina. . . . Wellesley haunted her imagination.” 
And so, here, in the tales and poems which form this MS. 
Lord Charles Wellesley and the Marquis of Douro figure 
prominently in company with Bellingham, Lord Castlereagh, 
Captain Tree, and Lord and Lady Ellington (apparently Lord 
and Lady Blessington), while Glass Town, Africa, re-appears, 
and Waterloo Palace is designated as the town residence of 
Lord Charles Wellesley.
